RAMBLINGS IN JAPAN 

This is a country with many cul¬ 
tures running back for centuries, the 
more you see and feel of it the deep¬ 
er it impresses itself upon your mind. 

We start this week with a descrip¬ 
tion of a genuine Tea Ceremony — 
not commercial, but part of real 
Japanese art and life. The Chanoyu 
is an esthetic cult, not directly con¬ 
nected with religion, but much prac¬ 
tised by the wealthy and by the Zen 
sect of Buddhists, as training for 
mental composure. It has been a part 
of Japanese life since the 15th cen¬ 
tury. 

Yesterday on the invitation of Mrs. 
Tatsuo Takaki, a small group was 
invited to the home of Mrs. Yukiko 
Ishikawa, at Tsutsumikata, Ikegami 
Otaku, Tokyo, to take part in the 
Tea Ceremony. We travelled in two 
cars about 10 miles, and stopped be¬ 
fore a heavy wooden gate set in a 
high stone wall fronting a one way 
narrow street. 

We were welcomed by the hostess 
and her daughter and led to the en¬ 
trance to a beautiful Japanese gar¬ 
den. in their highest standard. Few 
flowers but many beautiful shrubs 
and trees, and made irregular by 
placed rocks, some nearly as large 
as a wagon, and worn into remark¬ 
able shapes and sizes. The garden 
paths were made of small rounded 
rocks, bordering on moss and curving 
around the garden. All of this was 
traversed by a small brook, and all 
of It done by design.

I’ve been busy most of this week 
conducting a sewing clinic so that 
I’m going to chat away to you about 
sewing a fine seam for your new 
spring wardrobe — for yourself or 
the family.

When you go to the pattern counter 
by all means know your bust measure 
or your waist measure, depending on 
whether you are buying a dress, 
blouse or coat pattern or a skirt or 
slack pattern. Have the clerk meas¬ 
ure you if you forgot to do so before 
you left home, rather than UBe an in¬ 
correct sized pattern.
